Undocumented aliens are ‘boon’ to U.S. economy

Undocumented workers are “a boon” to 
the United States and provide “the most 
efficient and productive” members of our 
society. This was stated in a report by a 
Jesuit priest to the last meeting of the San 
Diego diocesan priests’ senate. 


Father Allan Figueroa Deck, SJ, who was 
born and raised in Los Angeles, has-a 
made a particular study of the “illegal 
alien” question and made a lengthy report 
to the ‘priests’ senate. He alleged that the 
question of undocumented aliens has 
become a convenient political football. 


“THE UNITED STATES immigration 
policy toward Mexicans and others from 
the Western Hemisphere has never been 
based on sound scientific data, but always 
on political pressures, or from occasional 
periods of national hysteria,” he said. 


Politicians have “found it convenient to 
place the blame for unemployment, the 
alarming growth of public assistance, the 
destruction of public schools and even the

WASHINGTON (NC)—As a priest 
Father Frank Ponce is priceless, but 
as a singing Valentine he’s worth 
$181.60. 


That's the amount he collected for 
serenading the staff of the US. 
Catholic Conference in Washington 
on Valentine’s Day.

The Jesuit, who is administrator of Our 
Lady of Guadalupe church, Santa Ana, is 
Orange diocese’s representative on the 
Orange County Task Force on Illegal 
Aliens and president of the diocesan 
cultural resource center for religious 
education of the Hispanic people. 


IN A 26-PAGE paper presented to the 
priests’ senate, Father Deck drew 
attention to the theological and biblical 
concepts regarding aliens and to papal 
statements which give Catholics their 
guide. 


“Pope Paul VI’s. Instruction on the 
Pastoral Care of Migrants stands out for 
the clarity, forcefulness and modernity 
with which it presents the underlying 
principles of Catholic thought on the 
issue,” he told the senate. 


On the specific question of the border 
with Mexico, Father Deck says it “cannot 
effectively be policed even if we desired 
to do so. We have never desired to do so 
and do not really desire to do so today. The

venture were church-run night 
shelters near the USCC building in 
downtown Washington.

HE ACCUSES the United States of 
“failing miserably” of trying to obtain 
“sound and reliable’ data about illegal 
immigrants. He says there are “half truths, 
impressionistic analyses and general 
confusion” coming from procedures and 
statements of the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service (INS). 


“Let there be no mistake about it,” he 
said, “undocumented workers are a boon 
to America. Undocumented workers are 
among ‘the most efficient and productive 
members of American society. They are 
the mainstay of agrobusiness and the 
mainstay of the services hotels and 
restaurants provide our society in the 
Southwest. 


“Undocumented workers are the 
mainstay of the garment industry in the 
West and it is their work and only their 
work which makes that industry competi- 
tive with Taiwan or Korea and many other 
places.” 


THE SAN DIEGO priests’ senate adopted 


several resolutions following Father 
Deck’s presentation, including the urging 
the diocese to “commit itself, insofar as 
possible, to provide special assistance to 
the undocumented aliens” where social 
services are unavailable to them because 
of their legal status. 


The senate also is sending forward to 
the national convention of priests councils 
in Seattle, March 5-9, a white paper onthe 
subject and a resolution proposing a 
meeting of all priests’ senates along the 
U.S.-Mexican border to ‘discuss the white 
paper and make recommendations. 


The white paper calls on the bishops of 
the United States and President Carter for 
certain action, including dropping “false 
assumptions and incomplete data” and 
‘Opposing the use of the word “amnesty” 
since it connotes the suggestion that a 
“heinous crime” has been committed. 


The white paper also opposes any 
expansion of the existing Border Patrol.

Parish councils show lay 
sharing benefits church life

Perhaps more significant than any other 
single effect of the Second Vatican 
Council is tthe vast increase in lay 
participation and responsibility in the 
Roman Catholic Church. 


From a largely hierarchically directed 
and managed institution, it has become at 
most levels much more of a sharing 
process between clerics and laity.” 


NOT ALL PRIESTS have been able to 
respond too readily to the sharing. 

And not all laity have emerged enough 
from the protective “pray and obey” tenets 
of former times to be able to accept their 
share of responsibility. 

But in parish councils throughout this 


diocese and nation, lay action, lay 
involvement and—perhaps most impor- 
tant of all—lay direction in administrative 
matters is steadily moving towards what 
Vatican II called full “zealous partici- 
pation.” 


THE DOCUMENTS of. the Second 
Vatican Council are very explicit. 


“Every layman,” it is stated, “by virtue of 
the very gifts bestowed upon him, is at the 
same time a witness and a living 
instrument of the mission of the church 
herself...Upon all the laity, therefore, rests 
the noble duty of working to extend the 
divine plan of salvation. 


“Consequently, let every opportunity be 
given them so that, according to their 
abilities and the needs of the times, they

Directors of deacon programs 
to gather here for convention 


Southern Cross Reporter 


More than 100 directors 
of permanent diaconate 
programs in dioceses 
throughout the United 
States will gather in San 
Diego Feb. 26 for their 
annual convention. 


The convention actually 
covers two separate organi- 
zations—the directors of 
programs and the associa- 
tion of directors—which are 

‘interlocked. 


THE FIRST two days are 
under the direction of the 
Catholic bishops’ office for 
the permanent diaconate, 
while the second half of the 


- four-day meeting will be the 


directors themselves meet- 
ing as an association. 


-Host director is Father 
Neal Dolan, vocations and 
permanent diaconate di- 
rector for the San Diego 
diocese. 


One of the principal 
issues to be discussed in 
the meeting will be the 


further education of dea- 
cons after ordination, while 
in the second part the 
question of evaluation of 
deacons will be discussed. 


THE SESSIONS will be 
held at the San Diego 
Hilton, Mission Bay. Bishop 
Leo T. Maher and auxiliary 
Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez 
are both scheduled to 
speak to the convention at 
different times. The nation- 
al director of the perma- 
nent diaconate program 
Msgr. Ernest J. Fiedler will 
be attending from Washing- 
ton, D.C. 


The San Diego diocese 
was among the first 20 
dioceses in the United 
States to implement the 
revival of the permanent 
diaconate after a lapse of 
some 1,500 years in church 
history. 


Today there are 23 perm- 
anent deacons serving in 
parishes and special works 
in the diocese and more 
than 50 candidates in the 
formation program, ac- 


cording to Father Dolan. 


PERMANENT deacons 
may be married and may 
not be ordained before they 
have progressed through a 
formation program which 
takes a minimum of three 
years in this diocese. 


Programs differ in the 
various. dioceses through- 
out the country and one of 
the principal benefits ofthe 
annual convention—it is 
only the sixth—is to share 
ideas and information in 
the “young” renewed minis- 
try. 


Since SC report - 
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Help pouring in for 
‘forgotten’ Indian village

JAMUL—Fhey had Benediction here 
last Saturday in the Indian Village chapel. 
It was the first Benediction service there in 
many years. 


For the Indians in this “forgotten village” 
it was areal sign that the community cares 
about them, because it came as a climax 
to the outpouring of good which has come 
their way since the Southern Cross told the 
story on Jan. 12. 


THE STORY centered on the dedicated 
work of Deacon Bill Clarke and his wife 
Joann among the 70 villagers of this 
forgotten backwater of Indian life in an 
otherwise thriving community. 


From the diocese there has been a 
response which has made the Indians and 
the Clarkes’ very happy. Mary Sanchez, 
spokesperson for the Indians asked SC “to 
express their appreciation for everyone's 
concern.” 


The Clarkes said they “appreciate 
everyone’s support and help with 
donations of material and spiritual aids to 
the Indian community.” 


AS DEACON Clarke gave the Bene- 
diction, the Indians could see the new 
roofing, the new paint and the general 
clean-up of their chapel—the work of a 
youth team from St. Mary's parish, 
National City, under Father Desmond 
Ditchfield. é 


The new censer, candlesticks and other 
ornaments for the chapel were among the 
scores of offers of help which have poured 
in since the SC story was published. 


“We have had nearly 80 individual 
donations or pledges of help of all kinds,” 
said Joann Clarke, whose garage is fast 
becoming an overflow barn looking like a 
thrift store. 


“IN ADDITION to the work which people 
have put in on some of the village huts and 
the chapel, hundreds of dollars have been 
donated to purchase needed items. Two 
hundred dollars of this came in food 
supplies from Bishop Maher and the 
Catholic Community Services.” 


The elderly ladies of Project Concern, 
for instance, made eight quilts. There 
have been donations of food, clothes, 
appliances, furniture and educational 
services to instruct the Indians in the 
sacraments. 


There’s tutoring for the grade school 
children now. There’s a lawyer working 
with Catholic Community Services 
director Father John Quinn on the 
question of government responsibility for 
the “forgotten tribe” and their land. A 
dentist is giving free services to those who 
need them. 


AND THAT'S only a start. Our story has 
been taken by the National Catholic News 
Service and, with pictures, has gone to 
more than 100 diocesan and other 
religious newspapers and magazines 
throughout this nation and the world. So 
perhaps a wider response will come. 


And it all began with a permanent 
deacon and his wife who found an 
apostolate—taking care of some of those 
for whom Christ had a special beatitude. 


There’s a long way to go. But a good start 
has been made.

may zealously participate in the saving life 
of the church.” 


THAT'S FROM the Vatican !! document 
on the Constitution of the Church (Lumen 
Gentium). 


Father William Mooney, president of the 
San Diego diocese priests’ senate and 
pastor of Blessed Sacrament parish, San 
Diego; is unequivocal in his support of 


_ Sharing at the parish level. 


“Parish councils are a ‘must’ ”, he says 
forthrightly. “The pastor can’t be the only 
one interested in the welfare of the parish. 
| value the lay input very highly. 


“VATICAN I! SAID it very clearly, and if 
people won't live it and work by it, then the 
Vatican Council has wasted its time,” he 
adds. 


Father Mooney came to Blessed 
Sacrament as pastor last year, and 
inherited the council formed under the 
previous pastor. Father Mooney has long 
been a believer and a leader in lay 


_ participation and his previous parish was 


among the first with a council. 


“People are ready for the responsibility,” 
he said, “and the parish and pastor have to 


work together. You have to listen to one 


another. | have never had an instance 
where the people did not have the best 
interests of the parish at heart.” 


BLESSED SACRAMENT council presi- 
dent Bill Hagan, a 51-year-old commercial 
credit official, agrees fully on the sharing. 
“We have access to everything that goes 
on in our parish,” he said. “We:have any 
and all the records we may want. We get 
full financial reports. Nothing is held back. 
It’s a wide open parish.” 


Do the general parishioners respond to 
the work of the parish council? Do they 
attend meetings? 


“It's. something like a city council, | 
suppose,” muses Hagan, a husky 6 ft. plus 
figure. “Sometimes the public is 
interested and packs a meeting. Other 
times nobody cares. It’s much the same 
with our parish council meetings. 


“BUT THEY ARE all open to the 
parishioners. In fact we always publish the 
agenda before the meeting so parish- 
ioners can see what we're going to talk 
about and know they can be heard if they 
wish.” 

Two weeks before each council meeting 
representatives of the various committees 
meet as an executive board to draw up the 
agenda items. 


The five main committees under the 
council are: worship, social action, 
education, administrative and senior

Catholic Relief Services 
(CRS) Annual Appeal is 
held on the fourth Sunday 
of Lent each year. The 
collection is the major 
fund-raising effort of CRS, 
the overseas aid arm of the 
U.S. bishop’s conference. 


BISHOP LeoT. Maherina 
letter to priests announcing 
the collection said, “When- 
ever there is a natural or 
man-made disaster, CRS is 
among the first on the 
scene. 


“In many of the 87 coun- 
tries served, especially in 
Africa, it is the only agency 
of its kind serving the poor 
and starving regardless of 
race or creed.” 


Last year, $7.3 million 
was donated in the nation- 
wide appeal and parlayed 
into a program with a total 
value of $240 million. Some 
18 million people benefit- 
ted from CRS efforts. 


THE CRS Annual Appeal 
also provides support for 
the U.S. bishops’ Office of 
Migration and Refugee 
Services, the Charities of 
the Holy Father and the 
National Catholic Apostle- 
ship of the Sea Conference. 


“CRS does a remarkable 
job of minimizing adminis- 
trative expense to assure 
that the goods and services 
donated reach their target,” 
said Msgr. Joseph Topping, 
diocesan CRS director. 


Focusing on improving 
the situation of the disad- 
vantaged, more than 60 


percent of CRS resources is 
directed toward self-help 
programs, he said. 


THESE have been espe- 
cially successful in provid- 
ing nutritious food for 
children and nutrition 
education for their moth- 
ers,.and in financing agri- 
cultural projects, Msgr. 
Topping added. 


CRS has a staff of some 
900 trained specialists 
around the globe ready to 
respond quickly to natural 
disasters such as the Guat- 
emalan earthquake andthe 
Indian cyclone and also to 
political strife situations 
such as in Lebanon, Msgr. 
Topping said. 


CRS provides emergency 


_aid for victims and refugees 


as well as rehabilitative and 
reconstructive projects 


after the emergency. 


“THE PARISHES are the 
key to the success of this 
far-reaching operation,” 
said Msgr. Topping. 

Operation Rice Bowl, the 
lenten program of family 
sacrifice for the world’s 
starving, now in progress ir 
the diocese, also helps 
support the work of CRS. 


Paper rice bowls were 
issed to families Sunday.

Would intercommunion add strength? 


There has been a somewhat public debate 
recently between the cardinal archbishop of 
Westminster, England, Cardinal Basil Hume, and 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, Donald Coggan, 
head of the Church of England, over sharing each 
other's communion. Cardinal Hume takes the 
steady Roman Catholic view that intercommunion, 
except for very grave reasons, is not the simple 
answer to unity. On the other hand, the Archbishop 
of Canterbury said Christians have a “pathetically 
feeble” impact on the world because they are 
divided at the deepest point of unity, the sacrament 
of Christ's body and blood. 

As our own ecumenical expert Msgr. Portman 
has said often in these pages, the ultimate end of 
unity, when all else has been cleared away, is 
sharing in communion. But for the meanwhile, the 
fact that we cannot share should be a constant 
reminder that we have to strive towards true unity. 
Cardinal Hume told an Anglican audience in 
London recently that there are several obstacles— 
including the issue of women priests—to overcome 
“before we can, as churches, approach the altar of 
God together.” 


The previous week, Archbishop Coggin, 
preaching to a Catholic congregation in 
Westminster Cathedral, said: “We recognize our 
‘unity in baptism; we persist in disunity at the 
eucharist. So we go to our mission weak where we 
should be strong and invigorated by joint 
Participation in the supper of the Lord.” 


The debate continues, as they say. 


Challenge to youth 


Father Giles Conwill, our diocesan priest on loan 
to the National Office of Black Catholics, is just the 
kind of priest to make a strong, urgent appeal to 
youth. He did so to about 7,500 at the recent 
Anaheim religion congress on youth day. Some of 
his blunt, pertinent challenges to the youngsters 
were: 


“What are you doing to bring to the world more 
love, peace and unity?” 

“What are you doing to keep this generation from 
being expendable?” 


“Many of our public schools are armed camps 
patrolled by guards. Teachers, students are 


- assaulted. What are you going to do about it?” 


“Sexual activity is increasing among young 
people 15 to 19. What are you doing to bring a 
better sexual morality according to the laws of 
God?” 


“It does little good to sweat piety from every pore 
and act like the devil. Don’t settle for a passive 
religion. Many people get to be 50 years old and 
yet remain 12 years old spiritually.” 


His challenge can be taken by old as well as 
young, with just as much relevance. 


Muggeridge and Catholicism 
Malcolm Muggeridge, the erudite Christian 


commentator who was star attraction of the same 
well attended congress in Anaheim, was asked if he 
had thought of becoming a Catholic. “It’s true, | do 
love the church,” he replied. “! often longed to join 
it. Perhaps,” he mused, “some have not to join it. 
But | certainly see the church as one of the great 
treasures of the world.” 


The former editor of the famous humor magazine 
“Punch”, who became a Christian late in life, was 
also asked about Mother Teresa, and whether she 
ever Casts aspersions about people. Muggeridge 
replied that he had never heard the saintly 
missionary say a nasty word about anyone, but she 
had on occasion remarked that someone is “Christ 
in a very distressing way.’

Rivers shall flow and deserts bloom 


We were talking...about natural 
catastrophes and how extraordinary 
it is that with all the available 
knowledge of our time, we are sooften 
surprised and dismayed by extremes 
of weather and our towns devasted. 


To a large extent, | believe, we make 
life more precarious than necessary 


by disregard and disrespect of the . 


laws of nature—including its cyclic 
irregularities. Exorbitant amounts of 
time, money and energy are expend- 
ed on researching the elements, but 
more with a view to harnessing and 
exploiting them for our own benefit 
than to ensure harmonious co- 
existence with and in them. 


FOR INSTANCE, wind and rain 
storms make “disaster areas” of our 
states time and again. Although we 
know that wind will reach hurricane 
force at times and water will run 
downhill through time-carved chan- 
nels, we insist on placing obstacles in 
their way. 

With heedless arrogance and/or 
avarice, we erect shopping centers 
and roadways in riverbeds, residential 
complexes in water catchment areas, 
-fomes on exposed or denuded 


hillsides or in valleys that act as 
funnels for wind and rain. 


Drought is sufficiently recurrent a 
reality to concern us and bring a 
feeling of gratitude for flowing 
streams and spilling reservoirs, but 
with all our technology we have yet to 
learn to direct rain to fall only in those 
select places! 


AND SO MUD SLIDES, as it will. 
Water gushes and rushes where it will 
and wind blows, as it must. They do 
what they are intended to do and go 
where they naturally go—and all the 
beautiful barricades we have so 
carefully set in their paths are 
inundated or swept aside. Naturally. 


Then someone is sure to talk about 
retribution and “acts of God.” One 
store owner, viewing her rainsoaked 
and battered merchandise recently, 
cried, “Someone is trying to tell me 
something. Last week my husband’s 
car collided with another on a rainwet 
highway; this week the wind blew in 
my display window, now rain is 
flooding my store. Perhaps | had 
better start going to church again.” 


And that is as good an Old 
Testament outlook as any! We are 


back where primitive man once stood, 
puny against the power of unleashed 
elements and bargaining with God. 

IT IS NOT SURPRISING that man 
has always seen water as the “arm” of 
God, scripturally speaking. Water is 
the source and sustenance of life, but 
also the means of death. Instinctively 
the men of old saw it as a 
manifestation of God’s power to give 
and take life, to cleanse and purify, 
gentle and nourishing, yet over- 
whelmingly powerful—capable of 
sweeping away our best laid plans and 
most cherished possessions. 

In Genesis, God holds the waters 
apart so that earth may subsist and 
releases or contains them at will, 
according to the fidelity or infidelity of 
the people. They are rewarded by the 
watering of plains and making deserts 
bloom, and punished by flood or 
drought. 

There are waters of purification but 
waters of anger and retribution, too. 
The New Testament brings a new 
emphasis. Christ quells the storm at 
sea, he walks on the waters and bids it 
deliver up its wealth. Man, he 


indicates, does not need to fear the- 


elements if he lives the gospel of love 


and is united to God’s will. Physical 
waters hold no threat to the man of 
God. 


THE WATERS HE MUST be 
concerned with are those Christ 
offers, the symbolic waters of eternal 
life, quenching thirst forever, recon- 
ciling forever—man, God and uni- 
verse—and redeeming from sin 
forever. The immersion into and 
emergence from the waters. of 
Christian baptism signify the accept- 
ance of and victory over death that was 
Christ's last gift, as well as rebirth to a 
new life. 

_ Looking at the signs of rebirth and 
new life throughout the saturated 
countryside,. with its green and 
blossoming hillsides and replenished 
watercourses it is easy to be a New 
Testament person and thank God for 
the benevolence and blessing of 
water. But we have an obligation, too, 
to remember the immense latent 
power inherent in those rivers and 
rains and pay it due respect. 


God's gifts are always benevolent, - 


always life-giving in themselves, but— 
alas—our weather reports all to often 
reflect the universal disharmony of 
our Spiritually recalcitrant world. 
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Christ knew about name-calling 


Regarding the use of name calling and 
strident language in connection with 
abortion, one must consider its worth on 
two planes. 


First, on the larger or strategic plane one 
is justified in calling abortionists murder- 
ers, for that is what they are. Here, the 
foundation of one’s approach to the 
problem is established and truth is 
essential to build a strong foundation. 


On the narrower or tactical plane, 
whether one chooses to call abortionists 
murderers depends, more or less, on 
prudence. Sometimes sweetness and 
good fellowship, even with barbarians, is 
the order of the day. 


But do not think that name calling and 
strident language do not have their place. 
Two millenia ago, a good and gentle man 
referred to his enemies as ‘liars’, 
“hypocrites”, ‘‘whited sepulchers”, 
“serpents”, “generation of vipers” and 
more. And to the lukewarm Christians of 
Laodicea, he threatened to “...vomit thee 
out of my mouth.” 


Now, that’s strident language.

The bishop opened the DPC meeting 
with a prayer and called on Mrs. Adelaide 
Whalen of St. James, Solana Beach, DPC 


secretary, to preside in the absence of the 


chairman and vice-chairman. 


IT WAS an atmosphere of caring, 
concern for each other in their discus- 
sions, and concern for their fellow 
Catholics in the diocese. 


Most are presidents or at least members 
of parish councils. Each of the 13 
deaneries in the diocese is represented by 
a man and a woman, ideally, who serve 
staggered two-year terms. 

The priests’ senate has six represen- 
tives, the sisters’ council has four and 
there are nine members at large—four 
appointed by Bishop Maher, four by the 
DPC with the bishop’s approval, and the 
chairman of the diocesan Spanish- 
speaking Executive Commission. 

THE DPC COMMISSIONS are education, 
evangelization, family life, communi- 
cations, church administration, parish 
councils, liturgy and prayer, the Spanish- 
speaking and peace and justice. 


There are also ad hoc committees on 
youth ministry, DPC days of recollection 
and DPC constitutional review. 


The chairmen of the commissions 
comprise the DPC executive board with 
DPC president Bishop. Maher and vice 
president Bishop. Gilbert Chavez. It meets 
between the quarterly general meetings 
which move from deanery to deanery.

House urged to back 
tuition tax credit bill 


’ WASHINGTON. (NC)— 
Two senators who authored 
a bill to provide tax credits 
for parents who pay tuition 
for their children’s school- 
ing told the House Ways 
and Means Committee to 
get behind the - House 
version of their bill. 


Both Sen. Robert Pack- 
wood (R-Ore.) and Sen. 
Daniel P. Moynihan (D- 
N.Y.) emphasized the need 
for diversity in education 
and said their measure, 
along with its companion 
bill in the House, would 
best assure the survival of 
non-public schools. 


THEIR BILL would be 
superior to the Carter 
Administration’s proposals 
for increased grant and 
loan programs, the two 
senators told’ Rep. Al 
Ullman (D-Ore.), chairman 
of the ways and means 
committee and other mem- 
bers on hand for the 
testimony, Feb. 21. 


According to Packwood, 
“The battle goes to the very 
heart of education finan- 
cing and tax philosophy in 
this country.” 


The Oregon Republican 
said the proposed tuition 
tax credits would restore 
some balance to citizens’ 
dealings with government. 
“No longer would one have 
to ask the federal govern- 
ment for help like a men- 
dicant on bended knees,” 
Packwood told the House 
committee. a 


TUITION TAX credits 
would allow all who pay 
tuition for their children’s 
schooling to write off up to 
$500 per student in the 
family from their tax liabil- 


ity, he said. 


Packwood rejected 
charges that tuition tax 
credits would dispropor- 
tionately benefit the well-to- 
do. 

“The fact is that you can 
target a tuition tax credit to 
any income level. You can 
make it fully available to low 
income persons by making 
it refundable.” 


FURTHERMORE, he said, 
“You can exclude: million- 
aires—or anyone else per- 
ceived as wealthy—through 


income phaseouts.” 


Moynihan said the tuition 
tax credit proposal’s 
“fundamental purpose is to 
maintain diversity: in 
education at all levels.” 


Moynihan told the House 
committee to adopt tuition 
tax credits in spite of 
whatever doubts there 
might be about the mea- 
sure’s constitutionality.

of the House, including 
Rep. James Delaney (D-R- 
Cons-N.Y.), chairman ofthe 
House Rules Committee 
and a longtime backer. of 
aid to nonpublic school 
students.

Renewed interest holds 


both illusion

What are we to think of the current 
renewed interest in prayer and meditation? | 
believe it holds both illusion and promise. It is 
illusion when it becomes a fallout shelter from 
life, or a kind of Linus security blanket. It i is 
promise when it is continuous with life, 
nurturing concern for others and the Other. 


Where prayer is a quest for sensation and 
novelty, it becomes a hopeless cul-de-sac. 
Where prayer is a response to the God who 
indwells the individual and the community, it 
leads to personal growth and dedicated 
service. 


THE WESTERN CHURCH prayer 
tradition is embarrassingly rich. In broad 
terms there are two modes of prayer: the 
prayer of the mind and the prayer of the heart. 
Prayer of the mind relies on the powers of 

reason and imagination and leads to love 
through knowledge. The prayer of the heart is 
intuitive and contemplative and leads to 
knowledge through love.

The classical mode of the prayer of the 
mind is “lectio divina” i.e., a meditative 
reading of the scriptures. One proceeds by (1) 
asking what the text means in itself (2), asking 
how the text might relate to one’s own 
Christian quest, (3) dialoguing with the Word, 
expressing such sentiments as worship and 
gratitude and surrender, (4) remaining quietly 
in the presence that is mediated by the Word. 


Such is the discipline; however, the fruit of 
prayer is always gift. The steps in the above 
discipline are also descriptive of the pattern of 
spiritual growth in one who is serious about 
Christian discipleship. 


THE PRAYER of the mind ultimately 
leads to some form of the prayer of the heart. 
The habit of reflecting on the Lord ultimately 
gives way to the habit of waiting upon the 
Lord. 

The prayer of the heart is non- -analytical 
and its classical mode is describedin the 14th- 
century anonymous manuscript, “The Cloud 
of Unknowing.” One proceeds by calming the

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An honorable church tradition 
Mysticism—experience of God and spiritual growth

Critics of mysticism love the old taunt that 
mysticism begins in mist and ends in schism. 
The practical minded, pro-intellectual 
Christianity of the west has generally viewed 
mysticism with uneasy acceptance. 


The emphasis on mystery, the non-rational 
side of-ourselves and the inevitable, resulting 
vagueness affronts administrators who want 
to keep the house in order, professors who 
desire orderly systems of thought, 
businessmen who want visible organization 
charts and, let us say, canny housewives who 
want people to dinner on time. The world’s 
Marthas are always a bit puzzled by the 
Marys. 


NEVERTHELESS, mysticism boasts a 
well accepted and honorable tradition in the 
history of the church. A roll call of names 
illustrates the endurance of the mystical 
ideal: John the Presbyter, Origen, Augustine, 
Pseudo-Dionysius, John Climacus, Cassian, 
Julian of Norwich, Richard Rolle, Thomas a 
Kempis, Ruysbroeck, Teresa of Avila, John of 
the Cross, Bernard of Clairvaux, etc. 


Orders, such as the Carthusian, 


Cistercian, Carmelite and Camaldolese, have 
housed seekers of mystical experience for 
centuries. Millions of ordinary Chiistians 
have sought, in one form or another, the 
mystical (i.e., mysterious) experience of God. 


The writings and witness of the giants of 
mysticism may all too often make the whole 
matter too forbidding for an average 
Christian. Though this may not be so true of 
the “Imitation of Christ” of Thomas a 
Kempis, it is right about the denser passages 
of John of the Cross. 


YET WHEN ALL is said and done, the 
mystics are basically talking about two 
matters: the religious experience of God; the 
growth of one’s spiritual life. Take a look at 
each of these in turn. 


Religious experience of God: It is very 
unlikely that any Christian believer has never 
experienced the Lord. Every communion 
affords the supreme opportunity. Every 
prayer—an our Father, a Hail Mary—loosens 
the soul to let in the presence of God. 


The impact of liturgical feasts such as 
Christmas, Good Friday, Easter 
Pentecost invariably awakens in most 
Catholics some experience of God. Believers 


and © 


posture, and remaining in the presence of the 
Lord, possibly by correlating breathing witha 
“mantra” (to borrow an Eastern term, this is 
a brief aspiration such as Abba, Father, Jesus 
have mercy, thy Kingdom come). 


Such anon-discursive approach rests upon 
the understanding that the mystery which the 
mind cannot attain, the will is able to 
embrace. 


WHAT HAPPENS in the prayer of the 
heart? The mantra serves to free the mind 
from its problem-solving tendencies, thereby 
making the meditator more vulnerable to a 
healing communion with mystery. 


There is a release of joy and the creativity 
that lie in our psychic cellars. There is a 
healing of the rift between the conscious and 
the unconscious. At a deep level there is a 
surrender of ego-control, a letting go of 
oneself into the mystery of God’s love. 


Whereas the prayer of the mind is 
characterized by a “take control” approach, 
the prayer of the heart encourages a “letting 

0.” These two approaches to prayer satisfy 
two basic needs of the human spirit: the 
desire for mastery and at a deeper level, the 
longing to surrender. Each type of prayer is 
necessary and needs to be proportioned to 
the stage of one’s spiritual journey. 


IS MEDITATION within every Christ- 
ian’s reach? Yes, for there is no aristocracy of 
prayer. In the spiritual life the “law of equal 
opportunity” 

“affirmative action” in our quest for God. Ina 
very real sense we are all mystics from our 
baptism. 


who dedicate themselves to daily prayer and 
meditation witness in a quiet and modest way 
to this continuing experience of the Lord. 


THE TESTIMONY of mystical giants is 
not meant to intimidate others from seeking 
access to God, no more than the powerful 
lunges of football professionals are meant to 
deter young boys from trying a good tackle. 
The purpose of the outstanding example is to 
remind all people of the regular, everyday 
personal call to religious experience. 


Growth in spirituality: A love relationship is 
expected to grow, whether between husband 
and wife, parents and children or lifelong 
friends. This is not less true of the relationship 
between the believer and God. This 
relationship is called the. spiritual life—or 
spirituality. 

Today’s developmental psychologists 
speak of stages of personal growth. Almost all 
the great mystics speak of steps or stages of 
spiritual growth. Most of what they say can be 
summarized in three steps: (a) first love— 
joyous beginning along with purification of 
obstacles to love; (b) second love—lifelong 
effort to identify with Christ; (c) perfect 


love—the stable, simple and unselfconscious 
union with God. 


is operative when we take 


The God hunger that is resident in each of 
us encounters the indwelling mystery of love, 
and when the discipline of meditation is 
practiced with regularity, we are gifted with a 
joy of God-awareness. 


Finally, what impact ought the meditation 
of individual Christians have upon the mission 
of the church? Many students of Western 
culture point out that religion and piety in 
today’s world have become privatized, i.e., 
limited to the private sector of family and 
parish. If such a weakening of the role of 
religion is to be overcome, it is imperative that 
personal prayer be linked to social structures, 
mysticism wed to politics, life in the Spirit 
conjoined to life in the world. 


THE ENERGIES released in meditative 
prayer need to be turned to the task of 
building up the body of Christ (linkage with 
the ecclesial), the task of celebrating the good 
news of God’s reconciling love (linkage with 
the liturgical), and the task of constructing a 
just and equitable social order (linkage with 
the moral). 


Let us not fail to note a paradox in the life of 
prayer. On the one hand, contemplation is a 
“useless” or non-utilitarian endeavor, gifting 
the meditator with the pure pleasure of being 
in the presence of Being. 


On the other hand, contemplation is 
“useful” in that it enriches the life of the 
church, lends depth to liturgical prayer, and 
empowers the Christian to be an effective 
healer and reconciler. 


Little wonder that St. Paul advises us: 
“Pray always.” 


THIS SIMPLIFICATION is not meant to 
blind believers to the difficulties and 
complexities inherent in spiritual growth. But 
unless one can see the big picture, the daily 
nuisances of growing, whether in personal 
psychology or religious spirituality, would 
discourage the seeker from staying with the 
original commitment. 


At the same time one must always recall the 
endurance power offered by God through his 
grace in the drama of spiritual development. 


Certain periods of church history seem to 
evidence a greater interest in spirituality more 
than others. The Middle Ages and the 
Renaissance-Reformation were two such 
periods. 


OUR OWN DAY with its “great 
awakening” seems to be another. Often this 
interest concurs with crises in the culture. 
Whatever the reason, the contemporary 
surge of fascination with the ideals of 
meditation, mysticism and spirituality can 


‘mean the beginning of another burst of 


renewal among Christians. 


The signs point that way. The results 
should be rewarding. 
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St. Teresa of Avila 
Woman of action but of 


deep spirituality as well

One of the greatest women of history, St. 
Teresa of Avila, has touched and still touches 
countless souls throughout the world through 
her example and mystical writings. The 
church has an age-old and constant tradition 
of mysticism, about which relatively few 
people are aware today. Teresa is an 
outstanding figure in that tradition. 


She was born on March 28, 1515, near 
Avila, Spain, one of 12 children. She and her 
brother, Rodrigo, were fascinated by the 
saints’ lives, especially those of the martyrs. 


WHEN SHE WAS only seven, she and 
her brother ran away from home with a view 
to being captured and martyred by the 
Moors. A vigilant uncle intercepted them and 


brought them back to their distraught 


mother. 


When she was 14 her mother died, and she 
and Rodrigo turned to other types of reading, 
especially romances. Her mind began to 
move in other directions. 


She became fastidious about her person 
and appearance, so much so that her father 
became anxious and decided she would be 
safer in a local convent, not to become a 
nun—he was opposed to that—but to join 
other girls of her age for education and 
supervision. 


TERESA, WHO WAS to be a strong 
woman in many ways, was not a strong little 
girl. About a year and a half after going to the 
convent school, she grew so ill that she had to 
return home, and there the idea of becoming 
a nun became more and more insistent, 
although her emotions drew-her elsewhere. 


Reading the letters of St. Jerome helped 
her to make up her mind, but her father 
refused permission. However, she was 20 
hears old, with a will of her own, and so, not 
without deep anguish, she went in secret to 


the Carmelite Convent of the Incarnation 
where she had a dear friend. Her father 
dropped his opposition and a year later she 
made her profession. 


Again illness struck and she had to return 
home, accompanied by her friend, Sister Jane 
Suarez. Her illness was so serious that the 
doctors gave up, and she grew progressively 
worse. Sustained by prayer, she endured 
intense suffering for three years before 
recovering. 


BACK IN THE convent her virtue and 
personal charm endeared her to all. However, 
convent life was not all it should have been. 
Intended as a place for solitude and silent 
contemplation, it was instead a fashionable 
social center with much coming and going 
and visiting, and Teresa went along with the - 
prevailing custom, to the detriment of her 
spiritual life. 


Finally her father’s confessor, a Dominican, 
brought her to her senses and she resumed 
the practice of regular prayer. But she was 
still wavering and distracted, until she turned 
to St. Augustine and his “Confessions” and to. 
Mary Magdalene as a model of penitence. 


Shunning the social whirl, she opened her 
soul to God’s graces and found herself 
favored with extraordinary gifts of mystical 
prayer, known as that of quiet and of union, 
along with intellectual visions and communi- 
cations. She felt sure these were authentic 
divine favors, but was perplexed and 
frightened. 


SHE CONSULTED many. Some had 
little respect for professional secrecy and 
caused her embarrassment by making her 
situation public. Finally a learned ang holy 
Jesuit reassured her. 


Her raptures, visions and clear interior | 
voices continued, but with them went intense 


- trial and persecution. She was ridiculed as a 


crackpot and hypocrite.

It began in the Franciscan monastery 

in San Giovanni Rotondo, Italy, in 1918, 

where a 30-year old monk known as Padre Pio 

knelt praying before the altar. Suddenly 

the priest cried out in pain and fell back on the 
floor. 


Another monk who was praying nearby 
noticed blood on Padre Pio’s hands and feet. 
He summoned others who carried the semi- 
conscious priest to his room. 

THEY CONCLUDED iin awe and 
wonder that Padre Pio was one of those souls 


who somehow mysteriously receive the 
stigmata—wounds like those Christ suffered 


Since 1887 
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at his crucifixion—imprinted in his body. 


During the succeeding 50 years literally 
millions of people would ccme to San 


‘ Giovanni Rotondo, a village on Monte 


Gargano in the Apulia region of southern 
Italy, to see the famed stigmatic, to seek his 
counsel, and to make their confessions. 
They invariably found a man. of gentle 
holiness, remarkable simplicity, and rough- 
hewn, somewhat crusty good humor. 


Padre Pio was born Francesco Forgione in 
Pietrelcine, a farming village in the Appenines, 
on May 25; 1887. His parents were sturdy 
farmers but young Francesco was always in 
poor health. Little wonder, perhaps. 


HIS MOTHER told years later how she

At this time she experienced the piercing of 
her heart with a golden spear wielded by an 
angel. The pain was at once excruciating and 
ecstatic, and she longed to suffer more for the 
love of God. 


HER PRAYER summed it up: “Lord, 
either to die or to suffer.” In the following year 
(1560) she vowed to do always what seemed 
most perfect and pleasing to God, a vow she 
kept throughout her life. 


Teresa did not spend all her time in mystical 
rapture. She was a woman of action, too. 
Disenchanted with Carmelite life as it was 
lived, and after 25 years of enduring it, she 
formed a small community dedicated to the 
perfect living of the rule. 


Having received permission, and with 
friends’ help, she began building a new 
convent at Avila. This unleashed a storm of 
protests, but she eventually. presented 
authorization from Rome, which did not still 
the uproar.

THERE WAS strict cloister with almost 
unbroken silence and the direst poverty. 
Their habits were of coarse material and they 
wore sandals, the reason for their being called 
“discalced” Carmelites. After five years of 
relative quiet and happiness, Teresa was off 
again, pushing the reform and founding new 
convents, 17 before her death. 


All cost her dearly, but she bore the 
suffering and persecution with patience and 
amazing strength of character. In concert 
with St. John of the Cross she was 
responsible for the reform of the Carmelite 
men. 


At age 65, she was exhausted. Having 
completed the foundation at Burgos, she 
started back to Avila by way of Alba. She died 
in Alba on Oct. 15, 1582. 


Her writings are a perpetual monument to 
her greatness, especially her autobiography, 
“The Way of Perfection,” and her 
masterpiece, “The Interior Castle.”

would make up the bed in the evening for 
Francesco and often find the next morning 
that he had not slept in it, preferring to kneel 
in prayer or sleep on the floor. Later, in 1917, 
a doctor told him that he had tuberculosis and 
had at best one year to live. 


But by then he’ was already in the 
monastery, expecting to die a young but 
happy monk. It was to be otherwise. His fame 
spread throughout the world after he 
experienced the stigmata, bringing him much 
pain and suffering but never for a moment 
altering the manner in which he lived his life. 


Every day for half a century, Padre Pio 
arose at 2:30 a.m. to begin his day of prayer. 
Mass, celebrated before a church full of 
pilgrims, was always scheduled for 5 a.m. 


THE REMAINDER of his long day was 
devoted to prayer, counseling and hearing 
confessions. Padre Pio was said to eat only 
one meal a day but his physical appearance 
was not that of aman who was either sickly or 
undernourished. One visitor described him as 
“hale and hearty looking, with-a clear skin, a 
bushy. beard and a full head of hair, a 
tendency to corpulence, a pleasant smile, and 
twinkling brown eyes.” 


He was also a man of ready wit. When a 
visitor asked him if his wounds caused him 
pain, Padre Pio laughed and said,“Do you 
think the Lord gave me this for a decoration?” 

Another visitor asked how it was that 
Christ’s body wound was in his side, whereas 
his, Padre Pio’s, was directly over his heart. 
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“It would be too much to be exactly like the 
Lord,” he replied. 


TOWARD THE END of his life Padre Pio 
realized a long time ambition when a modern, 
fully-equipped hospital, built with the dona- 
tions of countless pilgrims, was dedicated 
near the village of San Giovanni Rotondo. 
Some of the most famous doctors in the 
world, including Dr. Paul Dudley White, 
President Eisenhower’s heart specialist, 
attended the ceremony, on May 5, 1956. 


“You have the mission of curing sickness,” 
Padre Pio told the famous doctors present, 
“but if you do not bring love to the sickbed, I 
do not think medicines will do much good.” 


One of Padre Pio’s last acts was to write a 
letter of solidarity and encouragement to 
Pope Paul VI in which he thanked the Pontiff 
among other things for the encyclical, 
Humanae Vitae, on the regulation of births. 


“I KNOW that your heart suffers a great 
deal in these days at the fate of the church, 
world peace, the many needs of the people, 
and above all because of the lack of obedience 
of some—even Catholics—to the high 
teachings which you give us,” the famed 
confessor wrote. 


“I thank you for your clear and decisive 
words, particularly in the: last encyclical, 
Humanae Vitae, and reaffirm my faith, my 
unconditional obedience to your directives.” 

A month later, on Sept. 23, 1968, Padre Pio 
died peacefully of a bronchial disorder.

Christian perspective on illegal immigration

The following article is based on a summary 
of a presentation he gave to the San Diego 
Senate of Priests on Feb. 15. 


Twenty-six years ago Pope Pius XII wrote what has 
been called the Magna Charta of church documents 
on the spiritual care of immigrants. It is entitled Exul 
Familia. Nine years ago Pope Paul VI re-affirmed and 
added to Pope Pius teachings in his own instruction 
entitled Nemo Est. 


Let there be no mistake about it. As Christians and 
in the particular context in which we live, the acid 
test of the authenticity. of out faith is this: Are we 
capable of seeing Christ in our brothers the 
undocumented? 


IF NOT, IF we allow ourselves to be swayed by the 
misinformation and groundless assertions made 
about these people, if we begin to fear their presence 
as some kind of threat, we are beginning to act like 
Pharaoah and the Egyptians of old. 


Remember these words of Pharaoah in the Book of 
Exodus: 


“took how numerous and powerful the Israelite 
people are growing, more so than we ourselves: 
Come, let us deal shrewdly with them to stop their 
increase.” (Exodus) 1:9) 


Church's teaching 


Pope Pius XII recapitulates the history of the 
church’s teaching in Exul Familia. He does so with 
great care and in considerable detail. 


Pope Pius VI's Instruction on the Pastoral Care of 
Migrants stands out for the clarity, forcefulness and 
modernity with which it presents the underlying 
principles of Catholic thought on the issue. The basic 
approach and principles are these: 


THE PHENOMENON of immigration in the world 
today is due to the enormous changes taking place in 
the socio-political order, especially to the relentless 
process of industrialization and urbanization. 


Another by-product of these processes is the — 
growing awareness about the fundamental unity of- 


the human race and the gradual disappearance and 
dissolution of territorial borders as the human race 
sees how inter-related and inter-dependent nations 
and the entire world economy are. 


Under these circumstances the Pope affirms the 
inherent right of persons to immigrate out of need or 
to escape persecution, a right, he states, which is 
based on the very nature of the human person and a 
right which precedes the rights of nations to control 
access to and from their nation. 


THE POPE SEES in the phenomenon of 
immigration within nations themselves and across 
national boundaries the work of the Holy Spirit 
struggling to achieve a real unity among humans. 


The church, Pope Pau! states, has this special 
concern: the human person in his or her entirety, 
whole and inseparable, body and soul. Conse- 
quently, the church must insist among civil 
authorities that the rights of aliens be respected. 


The reality 


The United States shares a border with Mexico 
that cannot effectively be policed even if we desired 
to do do. We as a nation have never desired to do so 
and do not really desire to do so today. The reasons 
for this are geographic, political, social and 
economic. 


The United States, especially the Southwest, and 
Mexico are tied together by most profound bounds of 
cultural interdependence going back 400 years. The 
economic interdependence keeps growing every 
year. 


THE UNITED STATES has failed miserably to 
obtain sound and reliable data about illegal 
immigrants. At every turn there are contradictory 
data, half-truths, impressionistic analyses and 
general confusion starting with the procedures and 
statements of the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service. 


United States immigration policy toward Mexicans 


- and others from the Western Hemisphere has never 


been based on sound scientific data. 


It has been based always on political pressures 
from special interest groups or from occasional 
periods of national hysteria and scapegoating when 
the politicians found it convenient to place the 
blame. for the destruction of the public scnools and 
even for the spread of syphillis on the shoulders of 
the Mexican aliens. 


FORTUNATELY, in recent times we have begun to 
obtain more reliable facts about our brothers who 
risk so much to come to the United States. There are

The first is the position paper of Dr. Wayne A. 
Cornelius of Massachusetts Instutute of Technology 
based on the author's three-year study of 
immigrants in their communities of origin in Mexico. 


Here are some of his more important conclusions: 


1. It is impossible to estimate the size of the total 
“i\legal” population with any degree of precision. 


2. While hundreds of thousands of Mexicans do 
enter illegally each year, the vast majority return to 
Mexico within the year. 


3. The main cause for their coming is the 
tremendous disparity between wages in Mexico and 


the United States. 


4. There is no direct evidence of displacement of 
native Americans by undocumented Mexican 
workers. 


5. Mexican nationals remit about 30 percent of 
their earnings to Mexico; the rest stays in this 
country where it is an important factor in upholding 
the economy. 


6. There is uniform agreement among researchers 
that Mexican illegals make amazingly little use of 
social welfare services while present in the U.S.; and 
that costs of services they do use is far outweighed 
by their contributions to Social Security and tax 
revenues. 


The second source for a reliable understanding of 
the reality of the undocumented is the study 
published by the County of San Diego Human 
Resources Agency and sometimes called the 
Villalpando study. It gives more substance to 
Cornelius’ contention that the undocumented 
contribute much more to the system than they take 
from it. 


Dr. Van den Noort, dean of the School of Medicine 
at the University of California, Irvine, says: The 
undocumented drastically underuse public medical 
facilities. The costs of the indigent among these 
undocumented persons seeking medical attention 
are infinitesmal compared to the contributions the 
undocumented make as a class to the Orange 
County economy. 


FROM ALL that has been said, then, regarding the 


more reliable information we have: about 
undocumented aliens, it would appear that most of 
the commonly heard “facts” about the undocu- 
mented are simply wrong. How is it that such 
inaccuracies have been able to take root in the mind 
of so many well-intentioned Americans? 


In my mind the answer to that question has to do 
with the unability or unwillingness of Americans and 
their leaders to face the reality of an economic 
system which desperately requires the collaboration 
of an underclass of poorly paid, exceptionally hard- 
working people to keep the economic, industrial 
and agricultural apparatus functioning. 


More than 100 years ago we began to face that fact 
when the Black slaves were given their freedom. 
Blacks and other minorities are still struggling to get 
out from under a system which seems to require a 
permanently underprivileged and disadvantaged 
class. It is hard for Americans to accept this fact 
since it contradicts our beautiful belief about 
pineice as a land of opportunity and limitless 
vistas. 


LET THERE BE no mistake about it: undocu- 


mented workers are “a boon to America. 


Undocumented workers are among the most 
efficient and productive members of American 
society. They are the mainstay of agrobusiness inthe 
United States of America. 


Undocumented workers are the mainstay of the 
services which hotels and restaurants provide our 
society in the Southwest and elsewhere. 


Undocumented workers are the mainstay of the 
garment industry in the West and it is their work and 
only their work which makes that industry 
competitive with that of Taiwan or Korea and many 
other places. - 


THE UNDOCUMENTED are a blessing to this land, 
for they are among the declining numbers of people 
who know what it is to work hard and honestly with 
their hands. Moreover, it ought to be clear the United 
States government has not the slightest intention of 
altering the present state of affairs regardless of 
what President Carter may say or what legislation he 
may introduce. ee 


If there is a problem of illegal immigration, by the 
‘way; that is, a problem directly impacting on — 


unemployment for resident Americans, it may more 


reasonably be explained by the illegal i 


practically never mentioned. One wonders why. 


Conclusions 


As church people, then, our concern for the 
undocumented should not be based primarily on 
charity, since our society is not really “doing the 
Mexicans a favor’ by more or less tolerating their 
existence in our midst. Our concern for the 
undocumented is based upon serious claims of 
justice toward them as human _ persons. The 
injustices that the undocumented must undergo are 
numerous. 


There are some who say that perhaps the church : 


in the United States has become too comfortable 
and too involved with the wealthy and powerful and 
can no longer be an effective voice for God’s little 
ones in this nation as she was in the past. | surely 
hope that is not the case. 


WHAT POSITION should the church take, then, on 
the issue? In my own view it is a mistake to promote 
legislation that purportedly will “solve the problem of 
the illegals” for the simple reasons that the real 
problem is not the illegals. They are a blessing. 


The real problem are the policies of international 
elites and multinational corporations that determine 
the outcome of many economic realities and 
patterns of immigration in Mexico and the United 
States. The real problem is fundamentally the 
unequal distribution of wealth and of food. 


These are the vast and challenging questions that 


we shall never resolve as long as we allow ourselves - 


to be dragged into a debate about the 
undocumented, a debate so often based on 
ignorance of the mechanisms of national and 
international economies and on the latent and 
sometimes quite explicit racism of some Americans. 


The church, in the spirit of Pope Pius X!! and Pope 
Paul VI must raise its voice above the clamor and 
point once again to the face of Christ, to the self- 
manifestation of God, to be discovered in the 
features of our so-called “illegal aliens”.

AN INDICATION of parish interest in 
council elections may be gained fromthe 
statistic that 450 votes were cast last 
election day, which is quite a feature of 
parish activity. The slate was, they say, 
“good sized.” 

Father Mooney admits there is a 
lingering doubt among ’some pastors of 
the efficacy of parish councils. And 
diocesan records would appear to bear 
this out, because there are still many 
parishes without a council, in spite of 
Bishop Maher's virtual mandate for them 
-in every parish. 

The publication last year of the revised 
diocesan Guidelines for councils re- 
awakened interest where it had been 


lacking and spurred more parishes to start 
on the road to lay partication in the 
running of the parish.

Recently there was the burning question 
of changing mass times during Lent—a 
decision made on a split vote in the parish 
council. 


There was Stewardship, and the 
decision of which option to take in the two 
“parish return” aspects of the current 
program. The parish council decided. 
“The council is right behind Stewardship,” 
said Father Mooney. “But, like everyone 

else, they want to know where the money is 


going.”

FATHER MOONEY believes in parish 
councils because, as he says, they are a 
natural progression from the “collegiality” 
which has come to the church in general 
in post-Vatican II years. 


“We saw the collegiality of the bishops of 
the world expressed through and by the 
council, and subsequently in synods,” he 
said. ‘Then, through the National 
Federation of Priests’ Councils (NFPC) we 
have priests working with the bishops all 
over the country. 


“And as we watched this taking place, 
we realized that the laity wanted the same 
treatment, the same sharing and 
participation.” 


HAS HE ANY warning to other pastors 
about a council? 


“Definitely not,” he replies. “Pastors 
should: in no way fear a council and the 
laity, but should use them as much as 
possible in the running of the parish.” 


One great relief for this pastor is the 
administrative board of the parish “which 
takes care of everything financial.” It is 
their decision whether or not to spend 
thousands of dollars on fixing leaking 
windows, or whether to buy the adjacent 
property that has just come on the market.

Council president Hagan, a “retreaded 
Baptist”, admits it must be hard for 
pastors to give up something they've done 
for years. And the laity, too, find trouble 
because “Catholics are so used to having 
things done for them. You can’t suddenly 
throw the ball at them when for centuries 
they've had no part of the game.”

Many councils pray together regularly, 
attend retreats together and share 
particular educational experiences. 

Those in councils, however, agree that 
all council work is “an ongoing process of 
adult formation” —and “pastor formation,” 
too.

Religious groups protest gets results 


‘Soap’ washes away sex 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. (NC) 
—Southern Baptist leaders 
are claiming a victory for 
everyone who protested | 
against ABC-TV’s contro- 
versial comedy series, 
“Soap,” following changes 
in the show's format and 
content. 


Alfred Schneider, ABC's 
vice president for program- 
ming, announced in TV 
Guide that the network has 
dropped its “parental dis- 
cretion’ advisory which 
appeared at the begining of 
each episode of “Soap.” 
The show's content has 
been changed, he said, and 
the series will now be a 
“whodunit program.” 


“Soap” premiered last 
September with an empha- 
sis on the sexual problems 
of its characters. Even 


before the first episode was 
aired, it was criticized by a 
number of civic and reli- 
gious groups, including 
Catholic organizations. 
But Schneider told TV 
Guide that current epi- 
sodes “do not deal with the 
adult themes that con- 
cerned us originally.” 


The Christian Life Com- 
mission of the Southern 
Baptist Convention claim- 
ed victory in the fight 
against “Soap” two months 
earlier, after learning that 
ABC had notified its affil- 
iates that radical changes 
were being made in the 
series.

The Betsy—the aged founder of a 
Detroit automobile empire (Lawrence 
Olivier) hires a racing driver (Tommy Lee 
James) to supervise the building of a 
revolutionary economy Car named after
